Steamed Asparagus: 


bunch with the heads on the 
level. The lower ends of the stalks 
should then be cut off evenly with a 
sharp knife. Place the bunch in a 
deep pan with a cover, Add about 
two inches of water to the bottom, 
By cook- 
ing in this way the tips will be steam- 
ed and unbroken, The asparagus may 
be served on Melba toast with melted 
butter noured over it just before 
serving. 

Asparagus-Potato Stew: If possible, 
elect the thin green asparagus. Wash 
carefully and cut into thin pieces 
about a half inch long, beginning at 
the tip end and cutting until the 
stalk becomes resistant to the knife, 
after which the base should be dis- 
Mix one part of the aspara- 
gus to two parts of diced potatoes and 
boil in a covered pan with sufficient 
water to prevent burning. When cook- 
ed, add salt and cream. If desired, 
carrots may be added to this combina- 
tion. 

Canned Asparagus on Toast: Open 
a can of asparagus tips by the bottom 
and ease the asparagus out so it will 
not be broken. Place the stalks upon 
thin slices of Melba toast and heat in 
the oven. Just before serving pour 
over the asparagus a mixture of cream 
Melba toast crumbs and chopped pars-

The usual position for flat curls ts 
at the beginning of the part in the 
hair, A small strand of hair is 
brushed forward and cut to the leve) 
of the eyebrow. It is rolled under 
on an iron, allowed to cool and then 
divided into three equal flat curls 
which are spread out into a fan shape | 
and look something like a trio of 6s 
with all the ends together, ‘This ar- 
rangement is pretty with a left side 
part coiffure for a girl with a rather 
high forehead and full face, The hair 
should come down in a deep wave | 
over the middle of the right eyebrow. 
Flat curls may also be made to curl 
forward in front of each ear, 

The centre part coliffure, with a 
demure attractiveness, is decorated 
with a fringe of flat curls on the left 
side. There are about four of these 
ringlets and they are curled in two 
separate sections, then divided in 
half. The curls turn toward the part | 
like a row of 6s seen backward In a 
mirror, On the other side of the part | 
is a single curl which turns toward 
the part The “scolding jocks” in 
front of the ears are made into flat 
curls, The rest of the hair is waved 
loosely and pushed behind the ears 
The ends of the hair form a cluster 
of curls across the back of the neck, | 
‘This is a pretty coiffure for hair that 
is being allowed to grow long. The 
ends of hair may be permanently 
waved if they are not naturally curly; 
this will not interfere with the growth 
of new hair at the roots, | 

A less formal arrangement of flat 
curls may be made with a left side} 
part coiffure. On the left side is a) 
single curl turning inward toward the 
part like an inverted question mark 
Two large, flat curls are grouped at} 
the centre of the forehead and a 
third is placed on the right and 
reaches down to the eyebrow, On the 
left side a small round curl is pinned 
in front of the ear, The rest of the 
hair ts waved in a horseshoe effect 
and is coiled in a flat “bun” behind. 

Dark hair makes the most effective | 
flat curls, of course, because of its| 
contrast with the skin, Finger-waved | 
coiffures may be decorated with these 
curls on the forehead, in front of the 
ears and on the neck if the hair is 
long enough,

Has the modern woman cynically decided that it is a waste of time and 
effort to try to rouse the better side of man, and so has concentrated all of 
her appeal on his lower nature? 

It certainly looks that way. How 
else can you explain the present nudity

body? 

Formerly girls were taught accomplish- 
ments so that they might be attractive to

Do you realize, when you stop to think of it, how long it has been since 
we have heard anything tbout “women's sacred influence’? Why, the phrase 
has come to have an absolutely mid-Victorian flavor, It is as passe as bustles 
completely 
cast aside one as they nave the other 

Yet there was a time, and not so long ago, either, when women be- 
lieved implicity that they had within themselves something divine that 
worked miracles, They believed it was something occult that appealed 
to the best in men and drew men to them, even men whose own lives 
were rotten. 

They believed it was something that would bring the wondering 
husband back to his faithful wife at last, They believed it was some- 
thing that would hold a home together and be a light in the window to 
guide the feet of the children when they went forth about the business 
of life, They believed that it would somehow regenerate th world, 

Perhaps woman's sacred influence had never the power we ascribed to it 
Perhaps women found out that it wasn’t the magic to conjure with that they 
thought it was. Perhaps the sex appeal is more potent than the appeal to a 
man's soul and is rewarded by more cakes and ale, Perhaps it is easier and 
gayer to go down the toboggan slide with a man than it is to cajole him into 
walking the straight and narrow path. Perhaps woman's new way of dealing 
with men is more effective than the old woman's antiquated methods, 

But I doubt it, and I often wonder if the reason there is so much 
marital unhappiness, so many unfaithful husbands and so many divorces 
so many marriages that started out so prosperously and with such good 
prospects that go on the rocks, is not that women have ceased to appeal 
to the best in men and now cater to the lowest, 


For, after all is said and done, the spiritual force is the strongest thing 
in a man’s life. It is what he believes that holds him. It is his ideals that 
determine his conduct, Take away from him all reverence for womanhood, 
all falth in its purity and he has nothing Jeft to cling to, Put the relation- 
ship between men and women on a purely physical basis and there is nothing 
to it but the desire of the eyes, and it is no wonder that when the wife loses 
her beauty the husband passes on to some younger and fairer woman 

ft is true that woman's sacred influence was not as all-powerful as 
she once thought it to be, but for all that it did awaken many a man's 
slumbering conscience and it did set many a man's stumbling feet on 
the right road, Many a man was given the strength to do right because 
he knew the woman he loved was praying for him, Many a boy kept 
himself clean because of his mother’s teaching and because she expected 
it of him, 


How can the women who demand nothing of men, who expect nothing of | | 


men, except to give tnem wild times, be any influence for good in men's 
lives? How can the woman who drinks too much with a man complain of 
his being a drunkard after they are married? How can the girl who has 
had petting parties in a parked automobile with a man before marriage re- 
proach him for philandering with other petters after he is married? Admit- 
ledly the man of the past did not live up to the high ideal that women set

So T think women have made a great mistake in substituting sex 
appeal for the appeal to what is highest and best in man. Ut does not 
make them more desirable (o mon as wives. It does not make marriage 
more stable, Nor is it for the good of the child and the home. A it 
destroys man's reverence for woman, and that is a very great loss indeed,

Two other offers, that of the Canad- | 
jan Utilities Ltd., to purchase the elec- | 
tric light system, power plant and 
street railway, but not the waterworks, 
and the proposal of the Calgary Power 
Company to supply the city with bulk 
power through interchange of energy 
and interconnection of the city’s steam 
plant with the company’s Ghost River 
hydro plant, have already been re- 
ceived and are due for consideration 
at Tuesday's special meeting. 

According to information received in 
the city, the Canadian Waterworks 
and Electric company is as yet non- 
operating, and C, H, Smith & Co,, the 


promoters, are under contract to turn | 


over any franchises they may acquire 
to Howe, Snow & Co., New York bank- 
ers, who are behind the activities of
